To him cv i ry iliM 
was a landscape, evi.Ty llower a Iis.mjii, 
and every grove a fairy laml • i^k.s 
ami elni.s an' far niore |ioi'tic than 
Btreets and houses. A country life is 
in itself an education. It gives u man 
the "idea of home. He hears the rain 
on the roof, the rustle of tlie breeze, 
the music of n.nture's fullest choral, 
you have no idea hov,- many men rdu 
cation spoils. Collcgi's arr insiituiion.s 
where brickbats are jiolished and dia 
monds dinnued. If Shakespeare had 
graduated at U.xford he woukl proba- 
bly have been a pettifogging attorney 
or a hyjiocritical parson.

If you want to know tho ditlcr- 
once between an orator and a speaker, 
read the oration of Lincoln at (.iettys 
burg, then read the efl'ort of Everett 
at the same p'ace. ( )n" came from the 
heart, the otli.T was horn only of tli(> 
voice. Liiiciiln's spi'cch will Ijc re 
niembered forever ; LmtcIi's no man 
will read. It was like plucked llow 
ers. If you want to hml out what :i 
man ia to the bottom, give him pow 
er. Any man can stiind adversity. 
Ordy a great man can stand pros|ieri 
ty. It i.s the g'ory of Abraliain Lin 
coin that he never abused power, only 
on the side of mercy. IL; was a per 
fectly honest man. When he had 
power ho used it in niercv. Ho loved 
to see the tears of tin; wife whose 
husband he had snatched from death. 
Abraham Lincoln wmuil ne\-cr have 
turned a man cmt of oHi,-e w itlinut a 
hearing, and left a stain upon his 
name. He was too grand, too mag- 
nanimous.

Hero 
there are two school-liouaes si-x miles 
apart, in which instruction is given on 
alternate daya only Now tho result.s 
of this system iu the case of very 
young children and lialf-breeds are, I 
aflirm without fear of contradiction, 
next to nothing; for the remaining 
three or four days k proved to bo amp- 
ly suflicienfc to eradicate every scrap of 
knowledge previously hammered into 
them. Why, then should this farce 
continue oP only half-doing the thing? 
a system which is everywhere proved 
to nhviiys bring di.iappoiutinoiit. It is 
the same ai spoilinj^ the ship for the 



sake of a pennyworth of tar. Tho con- 
Bequeuca is that they who can aro al- 
ready sonding their children to n distance 
for instructiori. This system is not only 
unfair to the children and a delUBion to 
the pureiits, but a fraud also on tho pub- 
lic at large. 

WANT.S. 

Talking on public matters leads me on 
to say that now that the desired change 
of government has taken place, there will 
be, I trust, rather more attention paid by 
our reiirosentatives to some of our real 
and pressing wants.

Ooronation of SUB? Salftkaua. 

San FuANfi.sco, Feb. '20. -Advices 
fron". llouoliilu dated the I'Jtli in.st.give 
a long account of tlie coronation of King 
Kalakaua. The coronation cereiuonies 
wore proceded by tho acco.saioii, and wit- 
nessed by a crowd of titled visitors. The 
appearance of tho King and ljueon \» 
thus described : "A loud blast of trum- 
pets announced the approach of the King 
and (Jueen, who were followed by tin- 
ladies of the household and the King s 
aides-du-camp. Iving Kalakaua wa.s 
dressed iu tho uniform of (jeuerali.ssimo 
of the Hawaiian forces, a white tunio and 
light blue trousers, a much handsomer 
and more efifcctive one than tho Prussien 
(lenoral officers' uniform, in which His 
Majesty i.s fond of appearing in public. 
The (.^lueen wore a niagnilicent rubo i^f 
ruby velvet, witli splendid tniin, which 
was boruo by two of her attendant ladies. 
The King and Queen and varinus por- 
aonagcs who had formed this exfieodingly 
pretty procession having taken their 
places in tho pavillion, an anthem was 
HUiig by a large choir of native and for- 
eign singers, who had been snecially 
trained fur tho occasion. Kalakaii.i after 
taking and signing the otHcial oath was 
presented by tho chancellor with the 
Sword of State. Like Napoleon, King 
Kalakaua put the crown upon his ow n 
head .and also crowned his consort. The 
King and (Jiieon knelt while a prayer was 
ofl'ered by tho chai)lain. The proci ssiuii 
then returned to the palace, where Ili.s 
Majesty had a lengthy reception.

This collapse 
of the imtivo article compelled the 
Hussian (lovernmout lo apply to lessen 
for steel iiiiMsiles, and the lengthy 
iipgotiatiop.H which have been in pro 
gross sinco have been solely provoked 
by die efforts of Ru.s8ia to mitigate the 
iiarshness of llerr Krupp's terms. 
Besides charging a high jirico for his 
article, Krupp refuses to manufacture 
a shot w-itliout b(Mng paid in advance, 
and liti further stipulalcs that not 
onlv shall the inaiuifacture be not .sup- 
ervised at Essen, Viut that the niisailes 
siiall bo accepted ou their arrival in 
Russia without being subjected to any 
scrutiny whatever. Theso conditions 
liavo mndo tln^ Russian press wroth, 
but tlipy arc easily susopptiblo of ex- 
planation. Russia's linanciiil condition 
is not bO sound that 'Krupp should not 
protect himself by prepayment, while 
he has been exposed to so much worry 
nt the hands of (sxtortionato Russian 
oflicials in tho i)ast that it is quite nat- 
ural that ho should eliminate from his 
contract any cliuises giving « loophole 
for the lovyiiiL' of blackmail. 

I'llKl'AKI.NO For a P0S.SII5I.E WAR. 

It is notew-orl hy I hat although no sum 
has been assigned by Russia, and no pre- 
I parationa mailo for dovolopiiig tho dofen- 
I cea of tho Western frontier during the 
j preaont year, Oorniany has decided on 

1 the extra expenditure of a quarter of a 
' million sterling to provide against a Rus- 
sian invasion, or rather, as the Russians 
themselves put it, to prepare for an in- 
vasion of Russia. Tho amount granted 
will bo lavished ou tho lino of fortresses 
which have beengrowing for yearsbotwcen 
Konigsberg and Poson and in completing 
tho dofenaivo works of tho two bulwarks 
of Berlin, Spandau and Oiistriu. In ex- 
cess of thia, £150,000 has Seen sstigned 



for carrying on railway exteniioa in Eut 
Prussia, having tho aim of ruiininga lino 

all the way along tho coast of Germany, 
from i\Iemol to Kiel, at a distance of 
about four or five miles from tho sea. 
Thoso, the Golos points out, are "bitter 
realities."' It only wishes that there was 
some truth in the alarmist statements of 
the rapid growth of foctrosses, strategical 
railways, and other menaces to Germany 
in Poland and Baltic Russia. 

As a matter of fact Russia, so far from 
threatening (iormany, is becoming seri- 
ously alarmed at the military development 
of Prussia alongside disiliected Poland 
and the Baltic provinces. Fears are 
openly expres.sed of a (ierinan invasion, 
cbo result i f which would he that the 
garrisons of \\"arsa»- and Dunaburg would 
find themselves confronted not only by 
German armies, but by the entire [lopula- 
tion of tho country in revolt. Theso 
fears may be exaggerated, but thoy cer- 
tainly exist. Of tho two Russia is mora 
frightened of Gormany tiian desirous ot 
bghting her, and Bismarck is no doubt 
as well awaro of this as the oza,r himself.

— The steamship 
Moro Castle, of Clyde lino, running bo- 
twecti New York and Charloslon, was to- 
tally destroyed by fire early this morning.
